I was glad to see tho letter of "Courtesy" 


iu a recent number of tuo Niws with refer. 
unco to tho management of the Pcoplo'a Li- 
brary, and am glad Hint your correspondent 
"Justice" of last Wednesday - haa had n 
pleasauter experience. I do not know tho 
first writer, but my own experience agrees 
with his; and I have beard BO many people 
complain of thoir treatment, and f,o many 
express gratification that attention was at 
last called to tho matter, that I am forced 
to believe that a change in tho library is 
really needed for Iho public good, 


Tho ditliculty does not seem to bo t,o 


much wilh tho rules of Iho library rui with 
tho offensive way in which they aro en- 
forced, <uul with n sort of hautour on tho part 
of the librarian which makes it exceeding- 
ly disagreeably to go there. 
Kvorybody 


knows that tho simplest rules may bo used 
in Hiich n manner as to be tyrannical, and 
to make gelling out a book a burden instead 
of a pleasure. 
Lot mo mention a case. 
A 


lady, Iho wife of ono of onr professional 
men, wont lo Iho library awhile ngo for Iho 
lira I time to imjuiro fora volume. She was 
told in 
way that could not have been moro 


offensive, if she had boon n criminal notori- 
ous as a slcalor of boolis, that nho could not 
bavo ono without producing uvidonco that 
she was a resident of Newport. The lady 
gave hor namo and residence and men- 
tioned two or 
I lire e prominent citi/.eiiB of 


her acquaintance, saying she was not famil- 
iar enough wilh their places of business to 
go to them at that time, weary as she was 
with her walk. 
She wa.s curtly told this 


would not do and was obliged to Iwu'C with- 
out Iho book. Tho .second lime, a weok or 
two after, sho complied with tho first con- 
dition, but whon sho asked Cor Iho volume 
wished for, was referred with a supercilious 
air indescribable in words, but which many 
of those who have boon there can well im- 
dorslaud, to tho indicator, tho librarian re- 
suming her own reading aud taking uo 
further interest iu the matter. 
Tho lady 


was not familiar with the indicator and after 
trying a few momenta in vain lo find out if 
the book was in, left without it. 
Tho third 


time of calling Bho got the book, but under 
circumstances so disagreeable, I do not now 
remember what they were, that Bhe haa 
never since been lo the place. 


Now a person hales lo complain of a lady,

A library is to bo used; and it is 


in vain that we have a fine building and 
plenty of books, if the librarian stands as a 
barrier against them rather than as a help.
